1 purpose of making mone}. 


The motion to quash the indictment 


of Ijinn .V- Scruggs is now under consid- 
eration. The second count will be con- 
sidered by the coiii'L before a decision is 
rendered. There are set up in that count 
specifications of a general nature that do 
not appear in other indictments. The 
court may not give a decision until to- 
morrow.
